blood. After committing the fiendish crime 

the maddened lover fled and left the dead 
body of his sweetheart lying in a pool of 
blood on a cot. 

The girl’s body was found at daylight 
Friday morning, the alarm was given and 
a half dozen detectives are now searching 
for the murderer. 

The circumstances surrounding this crime 
are peculiarly sad. 

Miss Wade was a bright and intelligent 
young girl, the only daughter of Solomon 
Wade, cook at the Lafayette Park Hotel. 
Her parents worshiped her as an only 
daughter can be worshiped by fond pa- 
rents.

LONDON, May 31—A dispatch to the 
Times from Hong Kong: to-day confirms 
the news from Hong Kong that hostilities 
between the Japanese and Chinese repre- 
sentatives on the Island of Formosa have 
commenced.

INTO AN OPIUM DEN 


Jim Walsh Took His Wife to Watch 
Him Smoke. 


Attorney John I. Martin in the Tenth Dis- 
trict Police Court, Friday morning, secured 
continuances until June 8 for a number of 
opium joint keepers and patrons who were 


arrested Thursday night in a raid by the po- 
lice. About 10 o’clock. Officers More and 
Kilcullen made a round of the joints in Hop 
Alley,. and found an unusual number of 
„dope fiends’’ at their favorite pastime. An 
hour later a raid was made and thirty 
Chinamen and ten white persons arrested. 
Among the latter were Jim Walsh, a race 
track follower, and his wife. The latter is 
a handsome young woman whose face be- 
trayed no evidence that she was an opium 
slave. 

When taken to the Four Courts her hus- 
band made the abominable confession that 
he had taken his wife to the Wee to watch 
him smoke. Officer Kilcullen said he had 
seen the woman lying across a bunk with 
two men, her head resting in her husband's 
lap. She was not smoking. Walsh refused 
to give his address to the police. 

Up to five weeks ago a race track man 
named Jim Walsh boarded with his wife at 
1006 Pine street.Six weeks ago the woman 
gave birth to a child. The couple were put 
out of the house several days later, because 
they were unable to pay rent. This girl, 
Mamie Walsh, is the daughter of respectable 
parents living in the vicinity of Nineteenth 
and Biddle streets. 

The police found over $2,000 in the posses- 
sion of the joint keepers. They also cap- 
tured twenty complete smokers’ outfits. The 
opium will be turned over to the City 
Chemist for analysis to strengthen the city’s 
case, Several previous prosecutions have 
fallen through because the prosecution was 
unable to prove that opium was being 
smoked.

HOW THE WRECK OCCURRED. 


Scenes on Deck When the III-Fated 
Vessel Went Down. 

NEW YORK, May 31.—A special to the 

World from the City of Mexico says the 


Colima encountered heavy weather all along 
the Mexican coast. Much difficulty was en- 
countered in keeping off the rocks at Isa- 
bella Island and Piedra de Mar. The pas- 
sengers were in a constant state of terror, 
which was augmented when, the ship having 
put out from San Blas, a woman passenger 
from San Francisco became crazed with 
fear and spent the entire night on deck 
entreating the officers to put back, and 
praying heaven r When the 
vessel struck, the pilots, all on duty, under 
the direction of the officers, were steering 
straight towards the snow-capped summit 
of the volcano of Colima. 

The passengers rushed from their berths 
to the deck, screaming and praying in ter- 
ror as the ship pounded herself to pieces. 

One woman, named Braslyn, the only pas- 
senger who exhibited composure, passed 
among the frenzied throng exhorting them 
to reason. Many, despairing of securing 
places in the boats, seized the life belts and 
east themselves in the sea. The first boat 
to be lowered with its heavy burden of 
humanity succeeded in clearing the ship’s 
side, but was engulfed five minutes later. 
Of the occupants of this boat only one, a 
gailor, escaped. As the last boat was low- 
ered the Colima capsized.

NEW RETAIL BUILDING. 


James M. Hayes Has Plans for a Mar- 
ket Street Structure. 


James M. Hayes, a local capitalist, has 
had plans drawn for a six-story retail 
building to be erected on the south side 
of Market street, east of Tenth.

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THE JANUARY CONVENTION SCHEME. 


A correspondent writes the Post-Dis- 
patch suggesting that the real object of 
the proposed January convention is to 
disfranchise the farmers and give an ad- 
vantage to the voters in the cities and 
towns, where the silver sentiment is sup- 
posed io be less strong than in the 
eountry districts. 

Whether this is Col. Carroll’s object or 
not, it would have that effect. If the 
convention were called for January 8. 
the primaries would have to be held 
during the last week in December or the 
first week in January. This would be the 
very worst period of the entire year for 
country voters. The inclement weather 
to be expected at that period would 
probably prevent a large proportion of 
them from going to the polls at all. And 
thus the very men who have most inter- 
est in the élection of delegates to the 
National Convention, who are to voice 
Missouri’s sentiments there, would be de- 
nied participation. 

The principal objection that has been 
brought forward to a State convention 
this year is that it would be unusual. 
What could be said of a convention 
called in January, immediately after two 
weeks of Christmas holidays and in the 
dead of winter? Is it usual to elect dele- 
gates to the National Convention six 
months! before the convention meets, ‘and 
before the Presidential situation is suffi- 
ciently developed to enable voters to 
make a satisfactory or intelligent choice? 

The January convention is absurd. It 
is a trick to thwart the people's will. The 
demand of Missouri Democrats is for a 
convention to be held this summer. If 
the State Committee will not call such a 
convention, it will be held anyway. This 
is certain.

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REGULATING BICYCLES. 


Calm consideration of the matter will 
doubtless convince Councilman Heckel 
that his bill for the regulation of bicy- 
cling in the city is an extreme measure. 

The speed limit of six miles an hour is 
too low. The wisdom of levying a li- 
cense tax on bicycles is doubtful. The 
bicycle encourages healthful exercige. 
Its use is beneficial. The wheel is nota 
road destroyer like a horse vehicle, but a 
road maker. Its soft rubber tires never 
impair the streets, but pack them down.

It is reported from Jefferson City that 
the railroad attorneys are préparing to

WHAT WAS THE MOTIVE? 


Secretary Carlisle, in common with 
other advocates of the single gold stand- 
ard, denies that the object of demonetiz- 
ing silver and making gold the only pri- 
mary or redemption money, was to make 
money dearer. He also denies that the 
object of the opponents of silver remon- 
etization is to keep money dearer. 

If the change to the gold standard does 
not make money dearer and the dollar 
more valuable when measured by com- 
modities, why did the money dealers and 
money lenders all over the world want 
it? Why have they labored so strenu- 
ously for years in every Country to sub- 
stitute the gold standard for the bimet- 
allic standard? Men do not act without 
motives. What was their motive? 
Was it philanthropy? Was it for the 
benefit of other people? Or was it sim- 
ply a purposeless desire for a change? 

It was none of these. There was a mo- 
tive, and a strong one—the strongest that 
actuates men. It was self-interest. It 
was the desire of rich men to get richer. 
It was the knowledge that gold money 
would only be about half as plentiful as 
money consisting of both gold and silver. 
And, by making money scarcer, you make 
it dearer. When you make it dearer, 
the people who own money can get more 
for it and get rich faster. 

This was the motive, and it has inspired 
a campaign for dear money world-wide in 
its operations, and carried on with a per- 
sistence and skill worthy of a better 
cause. The self-interest of large and in- 
fluentlal classes has been appealed to. 
The agencies that mold public opinion 
have been bought, corrupted or perverted, 
and the pitch of audacity has been 
reached when in this infamous cause ap- 
peals are made to “morality,” “honesty” 
and the noblest sentiments of human na-

The System — — Instruo- 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 31.—The sys- 
tem of kindergartens recently established 


on some of the Indian reservations has 


proved so successful that it is soon to be 
widely extended especially in the South- 
west. The Indian children under the influ- 
ence of the kindergarten games have been 
found to rapidly lose their shyness and to 
become friendly with each other and their 
teachers. A number of new schools 
will also be opened in that part of the coun- 
try. It has been found best to educate the 
children as far as possible in kindergartens 
rather than in boarding schools. fter a 
time those in whose cases it seems advisa- 
ble, can be transferred with little opposition 
from their parents, who probably would 
have objected strongly if t children had 
been taken away to a boarding school at 
the outset. 

The principal work of the schools at pres- 
ent is in the line of industrial education. 
The girls are being taught cooking, sewing, 
washing clothes and the like, and the boys 
plowing, tilling and using tools, rather than 
even reading and writing. They learn En- 

lish with considerable ease, but have no 
nherited aptitude for mathematics. In- 
dians have very little appreciation of 
numbers, being only familiar with addition 
and subtraction.
